"An an eye-witness to it, my own 
firm conviction is that the League 
of Nations was rejected by a group 
of Republican party politicians who 
put partisanship 
above patriotism, 
merely because this was the year of 
a presidential election. 
I am firmly 
convinced that had the League been 
brought back in 19 17, the year after 
a presidential election, it would have 
been unanimously adopted 
in 
the 
same non-partisan spirit which pre­ 
vailed in Congress during the war.’’ 
This was the 
key 
statement of 
Senator James D. Phelan’s 
speech 
last night to a meeting which filled 
the council chamber of the Santa 
Ana city hall and overflowed into the 
hall outside. 
The Senator was en­ 
thusiastically received. 
Concerning the League, the Sen­ 
ator said: 
"The League of Nations is exactly 
the same in principle as the Munroe 
doctrine formulated by this country 
a hundred years ago. 
In the Mun­ 
roe doctrine we said to the nations 
of Europe: ‘All nations on the Amer­ 
ican continents shall have the right 
to maintain their territorial integrity 
as against invasion or ioterferenee by 
European nations, and in case any 
European nation violates this prin­ 
ciple, the United States of America 
will get behind that small nation and, 
by taking whatever steps we shall 
deem wise, protect it and see that 
its integrity is maintained.’ 
Says Doctrine Article X 
"The Monroe doctrine is the Ar­ 
ticle X of our foreign policy on this 
continent. 
It has already been put 
in force by us in this half of the 
world. 
What the Covenant of the 
League of Nations proposes to do is 
to apply its happy results to the rest 
of the world. 
“ Let it be remembered too, that al­ 
though we enunciated this doctrine 
more than a hundred years ago, we 
have never had to fire a shot in its 
defense, and the countries of South 
America have prospered and devel­ 
oped their national life 
under its 
benevolent operation. 
Our 
boys 
have never been marched off at the 
behest of anv South American nation 
to settle its petty disputes, and nei­ 


ther will they be marched off by any 
European nation under the League of 
Nations." 
The Senator made a vigorous at­ 
tack on his opponent, Samuel Short- 
ridge for saying that he, Phelan, had 
only taken up the Japanese question 
six months ago for political pur­ 
poses. 
“ I was mayor of San Francisco for 
three terms. 
In 190 3 I organized 
the movement to stop Chinese immi­ 
gration by the Geary Bill, and I went 
to W ashington at my own expense, 
and stayed there until the bill was 
passed and the Chinese immigration 
stopped.’’ 
The Senator said that when he 
went back to the Senate in Decem­ 
ber, he would present the Japanese 
question to the Immigration Commit­ 
tee, taking with him the Executive 
Committee of the American Legion, 
which has gone into the question at 
his instigation. 
Not a Fr« e Trade r 
Senator Phelan said that be was 
not a free trader, and that he had 
voted and spoken for the lemon tar­ 
iff when it came up before and was 
defeated, he declared, by Republican 
votes. 
He stated that the non-par- 
lisan tariff commission now in oper­ 
ation should be maintained and its 
scientific advice acted upon by the 
Senate. 
The tariff, 
he 
indicated, 
was no longer a political issue. 
He also stated that there were 10,- 
000 acres of the best land in Or­ 
ange county held by Japanese. 
He 
cited the deployable condition of 
Hawaii owing to the majoriay of 
the citizens being Japanese, and stat­ 
ed that when he went back to Con­ 
gress in December he intended to 
introduce a bill which would tear 
down the present system of govern­ 
ing our territories, and would ar­ 
range for the government of Hawaii 
by

commission appointed from 
Washington,

fices in Hawaii.

are

“Somebody ,”

w ith whom y ou are on m ost fam i­ 
liar term s, y ou are just “Abe” L in­ 
coln? Then the world will m ake a 
hig hway to the rem ote villag e w here 
Uncle Sam delivers y our mail. “And 
seeing the m ultitudes.” It was not 
necessary for this y oung Man from 
the despised villag e of N azareth 
who combined teaching and healing 
in a m ost wonderful m anner—to g o 
to the city to secure patronag e. And 
isn’t there a small tow n in a north­ 
ern state to which thousands, from
